1352 in number la 1803." In 1864, 7,034,407 
letters piissdd through the post offices of the 
colony, and 25«,380 meninges were sent by 
electric lelograplL The pouplo ,tro grout 
dovoururs of newoj for 5,22(3,48:") newspapers 
pasacd through their posl offices. A large 
proportion of the people ore in tho prime of lile, 
when tlie oenaus was taken in 1801 muro limn 
half the population wore between 20 and 45 
years of age, about half the population were 
under 25, a sixth part were under 5. 25,352 
children woro born in 1804, and only 9,202 
persons died. The Dumber of persons mars 
ricd was very i;early as groat as tho number 
that died." Such is the condition of this 
flouiishing Uritishjcolony. The causes of its 
uupurnllcled progress arc, no doubt, numerous, 
but to tho liberal character of the system ol 
Government— a liberality tht.t actually goes 
beyond the most ultra Slate in the American 
Union— must be attributed very much of itf 
general success. 



A COMPARISON. 



There is always something instructive iu 
tho reoords of progress ; but above all statis- 
tical information that which indicates the ad- 
vancement of a young country is probably 
the most interesting. In our last two issues 
we presented our readers with a brief resume 
of the progress and condition of California ; 
in the present article we are enabled, through 
statistics furnished to the Dublin Exhibition, 
to givo a somewhat similar epitome of tho 
Australian colony of Victoria. As an in- 
stance of the rapid and, at the same time, 
substantial progress of a young country his- 
tory furnishes us with no parallel to those 
returns. Even before tho gold fields had 
spread their attractions before the people of 
Great Britain the colony of Victoria was re- 
markable for its advancement. In 1830 its 
population numbered but 2(32 persons— 224 
male and 38 fomales. Io fivo years after- 
wards this small pelllement had increased 
to 20,000 ; in seven years after this, or 
in 1847, the number had reached 40,000. 
From this time the population would 
seem to have doubled about every three 
yearn and a half, and to-day it is represented 
in the roturns at 604,858. In the last ten 
or twelve years — or since the opening up of 
the gold fields, the increase has boon half a 
million of people. By way of comparison 
with tbe other great gold country— Califor- 
nia— we shall allude lo tho rolative conditions 
of each. The population of California, ac 
cording to the oensua of 1800 was 300,000. 
Since that time another hundred thousand 
has probably been addod, makiug it however 
atill nearly one hundred and fifty thousand 
short of the Australian colony. Tho rola- 
tive proportion of the sexes is much more 
favorable in the colony of Victoria than in 
California. In the former we have 256,000 
females to 347,000 males, while in the latter 
there are but 100,000 females to 200,000 males 
— or in other words while there are twenty, 
five women for every thirty-five men in the 
oolony of Victoria, in California the females 
number scarcely fourtoen. The groat min- 
eral product of both countries bears a different 
proportion. In the Australian colony the 
gold yield has been gradually on ihe decrease, 
having diminished from $03,000,000 in 1853, 
to $31,000,000 in 1864. The gold in Cali- 
fornia has also undergone a serious diminu- 
tion, but tho mineral product has of lute 
yoars been supplemenled by the large yield 
in silver. Tbe whole mining production in 
California is $42,000,000. The exports and 
imports of Victoria are pretty nearly ba- 
lanced — the former being about $70,000,000, 
and the latter $72,000,000. In the matter of 
commerco Calilornia is considerably behind, 
her exports, which very much exceed her 
imports, being only about $55,000,000. Next 
to tho gold in Australia, is of course, tho 
wool product. In this article, California, 
although as we have previously shown, a 
large producer, cannot be expected to com- 
pete with her Australian rival. The California 
wool production reaches from seven to ten 
millions of pounds, while the yield of Vic- 
toria is thirty-cine millions. This leads us 
to the question of sheop, and here we find 
California exceeded by almost six to one. 
In Victoria tho number reaohes the enormous 
figure of forty millions, while in California 
tho amount is put down at seven millions. 
In oattlo the relcrns show 075,000 io ihe 
former country and 230,000 in tho latter. In 
horses California is, however, ahead, hav- 
ing 100,000, while Victoria has but 103,000. 
It is, however, in agricultural produce that 
California excels the Australian colony. In 
the article of wheat, the California yield 
reaches six millions of bushels while Ihe 
total product of Victoria is but three 
millions. In oats, however, Victoria 
is moro than this proportion ahead, 
having nearly threo million of bushels 
to California's one million. In potatoes and 
hay the tables aro again turned — California 
producing of tbe former articlo 800,000 
bushels, and Victoria 74 000 ; of hay the lat- 
ter country yields 121,000 tons, and Calilornia 
306,000. 

II we except the production of silver and 
agricultural articles, Australia is considerably 
ahoad of California ; much of this is, how- 
ever, no doubt duo to the larger population. 
When we come to look upon the enterprise 
of these two progressive countries, wo must 
give the palm to Australia. Howover much, 
the public and private works in California 
may reflect credit on tho enterprise of the 
country, they aro still fur behind Australia 
in both greatness and utility. No coun- 
try in the world, with tho exception, 
perhaps, of England, can boast of such 
magnificent roads, and yet the people 
wero not content until they had brought 
all the important gold fields into con- 
nection with Melbourne by railway. Young 
as tho country nt prosont is, its interior is 
intorsected by the telegraph and the rail. 
For tho promotion of tho latter desoriplion 
of enterprise, tho colony wont into debt for 
342,000,000. This is, no doubt, a large sum 
for six hundred thousand of a population ; 
but it is scarcely any larger per head than wo 
are actually paying yearly for the goyernmi'M 
of the Island of Vancouver, whero tho public 
works are chiefly " caatlea in tho air," and 
is only a fraction compared to tho annual 
expenditure of the pcoplo of British 
Columbia. The revenue of Viotoria is 
$16,000,000, making tho taxation 825 per 
head on the inhabitants, Of the educational 
and sooial condition of the colony wo can 
form some conception from the following :—

321,000 were ablo both lo read and write; 
Tho bouse accommodation was remarkuble ; 
74,000 of the houses bad not more than two 
moms eabh, and 22,028 Chinese and 100,849

THE ROADS. 

To the Editor of the British Colonist, 
Slit— On Wednesday, 2Gth ult., Mr. J. T. Pid- 
well, Superintendent of Roads, arrived here 
in order to survey a road through tha district 
in answer to the petition of the settlers 
sometime ugo addressed to His Excellency. 
To obtain a correct idea of tho opinions of 
the Betllers as lo the direction in which the 
main road should run, also the various points 
al which it would bo advisable lo make 
cross roads, Mr. Pidwell gavo notice of a 
meeting to be held in Ihe Mission House, to 
which almost evory settler responded. Hav- 
ing briefly explained the object of his visit, 
ho callod on tne settlers to speak freely their 
viewB, that he might endeavor tu lay out the 
road so as lo meet iheir requirements, and 
hoped thai when this was done, they would 
forget their differences and live harmoni- 
ously together. 

The meeting explained to him the situa- 
tion ol the different swamps and the neces- 
sity of having a branch road to Green's 
Landing, and suggested that ihe main road 
should run along the bottom of ihe second 
range of claims, leaving a rango of claime 
bolweon tho toad and the river. 

It was thou proposed that iho meeting do' 
fray tho expenses ol three men to accompany 
Mr. Pidwell and assist him to lay out ihe 
roads by blaziug, etc., which was unani- 
mously agreed to. 

(Ju the two lullowing days Mr. Pidwell 
laid out two roads for tho Upper and Lower 
Prairies to moet near tho ChuroO, wilh a 
continuation lo the steamer lauding, and a 
branch past Green's Landing to tho Smithy. 
Ho conlerred a great benefit ou the sellle- 
inent by so laying out ibis branch road, thai 
a valuable water Iruutage is reserved for the 
publio, and iho other roads aro so arranged 
as to meet the requirements of the sellle- 
ment, although it should attain ten times its 
present size. f

The Rev. E. White, Missionary from 
Nanaimo, visited the settlement at tho same 
limo. and preached an impressive and appro- 
priate discourse lo a small but alteulivo au- 
dience, 

THE crops. 
Haymaking is now nearly finished ; the 
crop, owing 10 tho Irequonl showers through- 
out tho summer, is abundant and of excellent 
quality. Peas and oala look well, and tur- 
nips although checked both by tho fly and 
caterpillars now appear quite healthy. Im- 
meDSO numbers of cotorpi I lers attacked the 
potatoes, devouring tho leaves and cutting 
through Iho stalks. Upwards of two hun- 
dred have been pioked off a single plant. 

On the evoning ol tho 29th a keen frosty 
north wind blaated a good many patches, 
but they havo now begun to recover. 

Wo shall begin to reap about tho lfllh 
instant.

THE INDIAN WAR ON THE 
PLAINS. 

[From tha Columbian. J 
Salt Lais, Aug. 3 — I have) just returned 
from Platte Bridge, and about hall the wire 

has been lakeD oil and destroyed. The Platto 
Bridge operator says 28 poles are cut down. 
The line can aoon be put in tolerable working 
order if there is wire enough tbero to repair 

it. 

The figbling commenced on the 25th ult. 
Tho Indians, numbering about 50, attempted 
to inlco the stock from the post, but were re- 
pulsed. The troops charged three times, 
and killed many, including one of their head 
chiefs. On the 2Gth the Indians made (heir 
appearance in lur^e numbers, from 1000 to 
3000. A train ol 40 wagons, with an escort 
of 2G men, consisting of the 11th Kansas, on 
their way from Sweetwater to the Platte 
Bridge, were attacked to-day by Iho Indians 
four miles from '.he Platte, in plain view of 
the poBt. L00 Hoops from the post wero or- 
dered to charge tho ludians and relieve the 
train. At the second ohargo Ibe Lieutenant's 
horse became unmanageable and took him 
into their midst, where ho was killed and 
horribly mutilated.

The Shenandoah. 

Whol. Flee«7B«rn« by her. 

[Telegram to the Columbian.] 

San Fbancisco, August 3— Tho whaling 
bark Geo. Pike, of New Bedlord, Capt. 
Crowell, arrived from Behring Siraits wilh 
over 200 men from whalers burnt by Ihe 
Shenandoah, on the morning after the de- 
parture or the Milo. Waddel captured and 
destroyed the brig Susan Abigail, belonging 
lo Shedd & Wright of San Francisco, from 
whioh aba obtained papera to the 30th of 
May, bat declared the news all Northern lies. 
Four vessels were warned of their danger 
and hauled away in the night in boata and 
escaped. 

The Shenandoah not boing able to go into 
Ihe sea ol Okotaeh, she ran into Behrings 
Straits and destroyed the ship General Wil- 
liams, of New London, lying at anchor 
within one and a half miles of the shore, and 
against £t. Lawrenoo Island next morning, 
captured in tho Straits the William C. Nye 
belonging to Horn & Co. of San Francisco. 
Sho also captured the barks Nimrou. Cathe- 
rine, Isabello and Gipscy, of New London, 
burned thoir. and Iraoslerrtd their provisions 
and crews to the General Pike, bonded lr<r 
for $45,000 and told the cuptain to steer for 
San Franoisco. He robbed the officers and 
men ol everything of value he could find 
and lold the captain if he got short of provi- 
aiona to cook the Kanakas (of which there 
wero fifty on board) and cat thorn. Two 
other vessels was lo tho north and oast, and 
would probably be destroyod. The 250 men 
oo board the Pike suffered greatly lor sleep- 
ing accommodation until meeting a whaler 
bound north which they warned and sent 
back to Honolulu and' thus got rid of ihe 
Kauakas. All tha officers and crew are des- 
titute of everything aud must be relieved by 
our citizens. The Pacific Mail Compmy 
will carry them borne at hal' price ; a num- 
ber will go home by next steamer. They 
think that Waddel after destroying Iho Arctic 
fleet will return lo tho sea of Okolsch uud 
destroy iho vessels there. 

Captain Crowell reports a severe earth • 
quake in latitude 49 deg. 50 mil), north lati- 
tude, 162 deg 30 rain, west, on the -1th of 
July, lasting five minutes, arid another next 
day less eevore. 

The whale ship Milo arrived to-night, two 
days later from iho pintle Shenandoah. The 
Milo brings portions of the crews of tho fol- 
lowing vessola which have been burned by 
the ShenaDdoah : Ships Nassau, Isaac How 
land, Hillman, Barks Congress, Flavuiida, 
Waverly, Martha, and tho Covinglon. Tho 
Milo was bonded and sent to this porl. Snip 
James Maury was bonded aud sent to Hon- 
olulu, June 29th. Tho Milo saw other ships 
burning in tha Arctic.

Mr. MsLardy, ol Yale, has furnished us 
with a loiter which bo received from Mr. 
William Robertson, who writes from tho 
Columbia River, near the Big Bend, under 
duto July 26th. The letter reached Yale on 
the 8th day ufter it was written— tho quick- 
est timo yet made from lhat section ol couu 
try. After giving an aeoouut ol accidents 
and diflmulties by land and by water, Mr. 
Robertson sayB : — " I wrote you in my last 
about a creek giving a good prospect. It is 
called Currao'a Creek. We reached it about 
two weeks ago; but owing to the unusual 
height ol the water ai this season it is im- 
possible to get to the bed rock in the creek. 
Still they are stioking to il, tho proipecls 
being good enough lo keep up their spirits. 
There has been another creok struck called 
French Creek, which from what 1 have been 
told, I think more of than I do ol Curran 
Creek. I am on my way up Ihere now. 
You may ruiuembor Turner proipeoted a 
creok last fall, a little above where he struck 
the Columbia Hiver, of which he spoke 
very favorably. It is called Gold Croek, 
but might perhaps more properly bo 
callod a small river. French Croek emp- 
tiea into Gold Creek nearly 20 miles from its 
inoulb, aud runs north and south. When we 
were at Curron's Creek, three moo oarao 
down in a canoe for tools and provisions, and 
the account they gave of Frenoh Creok in- 
duced us to go up, and we are now on out 
way. One ol the men is named Munro, an 
intelligent, quiet, steady man irom Canada. 
His prospeot had been sufficiently good to 
induoe his parly to turn the ereek, and when 
he gets up with tools they will go to work 
with sluices. Another of the uieu, named 
Anderson, showed me his prospect oat of six 
pans of dirt, fully a dollar, but not from the 
bed-rock. There are two feet of pay dirt 
Dear the aurfaco in the gravel. Hia party 
cannot get to the bed-rock till the water 
falla— "till this stratum of dirt will pay them 
well to work. It is protty coar.-o gold he 
showed me. ''The Discovery Co. passed our 
camp ihree days ago, going down on a raft 
to Curran'a Creek for provisiona. Tbejr 
doscribe Ihe creek aa still too high to work ; 
however, bolh river and oreeks art going 
down fast daring the last two days, and we 
are j nst about to pioceed onward. To night, 
with good luok, we will reaoh Us Rapidtt du 
Jdorts (Death Rapids). We have been wait, 
ing a week for the water to fall, before we 
dared fenfire It." • # # • *
